3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Any comments 
considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee 
and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue fee.

4. Claims 1-18 describe a thermooptically active composition comprising 10 to 90% by 
weight of a polymer fluid and 90 to 10% by weight of a wax having a low melting point, where 
the wax is at least partially solidified and composition is at least partially opaque in an OFF state 
at a first temperature and the wax is at least partially fluidized and the composition is at least 
partially transparent in an ON state at a second, higher temperature. 
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5. "Synthetic Grease" by Rudnick et al. describes a composition comprising a polymer fluid 
and a wax having a low melting point (as discussed in the Office Action mailed 4 May 2005). 
Rudnick et al. does not describe the composition as thermooptically active or having differing 
levels of opaqueness at different temperatures. 

6. "Synthetic Grease" by Rudnick et al. remains the closest prior art of record in this 
application. For the reasons stated above, however, Claims 1-18 herein are deemed to patentably 
distinguish over and all other prior art of record.
